Jefferson City, May 19 .—Governor 
Hadley gave out a stinging staiem eut 
last night w'hich Is in the nature of 
n 
review of the work and omissions of 
the legislature. 
He handles the dem­ 
ocratic senate without gloves for de­ 
feating all measures seeking to regu­ 
late the liq uor traffic and public ser­ 
vice corporations. Here are some e.x- 
cerpts f”om his statem ent: 
“The house passed and the senate 
killed the public service com nic.sion 
bill; the anti-pass bill; the anti-dl.— 
crimination bill: the bill conferring 
upon the board of railroad commis­ 
sioners 
the 
power to fix passenger 
rates; the bill separating the brewery 
from the saloon; the bill providing for 
district local option in cities of over 
25,000 inhabitants; a county unit bill; 
the bill increasing the dramshop li­ 
cense; the corporation franchise tnx 
bill; the bill providing for a levision 
of the banking law's of the state; a 
bill providing for a board of control 
for the eleemosynary and penal insti­ 
tutions of the state; the election hill 
for K.ansas City and St. Louis making 
changes In the election law's and pro­ 
viding for the appointment of a bi­ 
partisan election board; the bill pro­ 
viding that cases on appeal should 
not be reversed on account of techni­ 
calities not affecting the merits of the 
litigation, and the bill providing for 
home rule for the large cities of the 
state. 
Only one of these bi>’s, the 
home rule biL, w'as political in its 
character.

Shortly after landing in Sedalia he 


sent his w'ife to the Stephens resort 


to become an inmate. 
Each night he 
took up his abode there, relieving the 


girl of the money she had made in 
that shameful manner. 
In the day time he would freq uent 
various business houses, 
at 
which 
places he made the acq uaintance of 
a number of well known young men 
of this city. 
To them he kept a mys­ 
tery the story of his other life. 
Through his acq uaintance with Ihe 
young Sedaiians he w'as introduced to 
a number of well known young ladies, 
all of unq uestioned ch.aracters. 
He 
freq uently took them to the picture 
i-how's, ice cream parlors and other 
espectable places. 
Never « lid he di­ 
vulge the fact that he w'as a married 
man—the 
meanest 
and 
most 
con­ 
temptible type yet produced. 
Less than a fortnight: ago a larucr 
of one of Landis’ feminine acq uaint- 
imces became suspicious. 
He investi­ 
gated and to him is due the credit 
or unraveling the mystery of Landes’ 
dual life. 
The irate 
parent

complaint to tli« ? police. 
The latter 
selected (he opportune time and when 
sure that Landes was at his abode 
swarmed « low'ii on 
him.
